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Introduction 


May  I begin  by  offering  my  grateful  thanks  to 
all  the  many  organisations  and  individuals  who 
have  helped  us  to  realise  the  achievements 
detailed  in  the  following  pages. 

This  has  been  a rather  difficult  year  : in 
common  with  the  country  as  a whole,  we  have 
had  to  contend  with  mounting  inflation  and  a 
growing  dependence  by  central  and  local 
government  on  the  voluntary  sectoi  to  fill  ever 
widening  gaps  in  statutory  provision.  Neverthe- 
less, we  are  proud  that  our  wide  range  of 
activities  have  been  maintained  without  diminu- 
tion, and,  indeed,  some  significant  advances 
have  been  recorded  during  the  year,  particularly 
in  harnessing  technology  to  the  needs  of  blind 
people. 

Today’s  economic  climate  is  also  affecting 
work  prospects  for  blind  people.  We  attach 
great  significance  to  the  report  of  our  working 
party  on  the  employment  of  blind  people  pub- 
lished in  1979.  This  indicates  a movement  in 
job  opportunities  from  industrial  to  clerical, 
commercial,  administrative  and  technical  occu- 
pations and  we  are  preparing  plans  accordingly. 
Already  a high-powered  committee  is  studying 
trends  in  commercial  employment  and  changes 
in  office  practices  so  that  in  our  Commercial 
Training  College  we  shall  be  properly  preparing 
blind  people  for  their  new  careers. 

We  welcome  the  Government’s  action  in 
this  year’s  Budget  in  reducing  to  four  years  the 
period  for  which  contributors  to  charities  such 
as  ours  can  make  donations  by  covenant.  We 
hope  that  many  who  receive  this  Report  will 
make  covenanted  donations  to  us  and  we  shall 
be  pleased  to  send  them  full  information  on 
request. 

On  the  other  hand  we  are  disappointed  that 
our  constant  efforts,  together  with  the  National 
League  of  the  Blind  and  Disabled  and  the 
National  Federation  of  the  Blind,  to  persuade 
the  Government  either  to  introduce  a blindness 
allowance  or  to  make  blind  people  eligible  for 
the  mobility  allowance,  have  so  far  been  un- 
successful, although  in  reply  to  a recent  question 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  Mr.  Reg  Prentice 


admitted  that  the  case  we  had  submitted  in 
support  of  our  claim  was  “unanswerable”.  We 
intend  to  continue  to  press  our  case  vigorously 
and  hope  for  a successful  outcome  soon. 

We  continue  to  install  the  most  modern 
equipment  to  produce  braille  and  this  year  we 
have  acquired,  at  considerable  expense,  a 
Kurzweil  data  entry  machine  which  “reads” 
printed  books  and  converts  the  information  for 
use  by  our  computerised  braille  production 
system. 

In  our  residential  schools  we  try  to  ensure 
that  youngsters  participate  increasingly  in  all 
the  usual  social,  cultural  and  sporting  activities 
with  seeing  children  in  the  area  as  well  as 
preserving  their  links  with  family  and  home. 
Through  our  peripatetic  education  advisers  and 
in  other  ways  we  are  encouraging  integrated 
education  wherever  adequate  supportive  services 
can  be  provided. 

In  the  autumn  of  1980  we  plan  to  conduct  a 
comprehensive  review  of  all  RNIB  services  to 
blind  people  to  identify  needs  and  priorities 
for  the  next  decade. 

Once  again  I should  like  to  express  my 
gratitude  to  my  fellow  Honorary  Officers,  to 
all  members  of  the  Institute’s  Executive  Council 
and  Committees  and  to  all  our  staff  both  at 
headquarters  and  around  the  country  for  their 
continued  loyal  help  and  support  during  the  year. 

As  you  will  see  elsewhere  in  these  pages,  our 
Director  General  Eric  Boulter,  retires  on 
31  August,  and  it  gives  us  particular  pleasure 
that  he  is  to  be  succeeded  by  his  Deputy  Edward 
Venn.  The  Report  pays  a warm  tribute  to 
Mr.  Boulter,  every  word  of  which  I enthusiasti- 
cally endorse.  On  behalf  of  all  his  colleagues 
and  friends  at  RNIB  I wish  him  a long  and  happy 
retirement. 

I hope  that  you  will  find  the  following  pages 
of  this  Report  interesting  and  that  you  will 
agree  they  record  another  year  of  successful 
work  for  the  benefit  of  blind  people.

Mr.  Edward  J.  Venn  becomes  Director  General 
of  RNIB  on  September  1,  1980. 

Mr.  Venn  has  been  Deputy  Director  General 
since  1972,  after  thirteen  years  as  Head  of 
RNIB’s  Services  to  the  Blind  Department. 
During  that  time  he  was  responsible  for  intro- 
ducing computer  programming  as  a career  for 
blind  people  after  instigating  in  the  1960s  a 
detailed  survey  into  professional  employment 
for  blind  people.  He  was  also  instrumental, 
with  the  then  Midlands  Mobility  Centre,  in 


getting  the  long  cane  introduced  into  the  UK. 

Mr.  Venn  joined  RNIB  from  the  Royal 
Leicester,  Leicestershire  and  Rutland  Incor- 
porated Institution  for  the  Blind,  where  he 
was  General  Secretary.  Before  that  he  was  for 
some  years  in  local  government.  He  qualified 
as  a chartered  secretary  and  administrator  in 
1949. 

Mr.  Venn  is  active  in  the  work  of  the  World 
Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  and  is 
Chairman  of  the  Rehabilitation  Commission  of 
its  European  Regional  Committee.

Retirement  of  Eric  Boulter 

We  very  much  regret  the  retirement  of  Eric 
Boulter,  Director  General  of  RNIB  since  1972. 
Mr.  Boulter  has  had  a long  and  distinguished 
career  in  blind  welfare  in  this  country  and 
overseas  since  he  lost  his  sight  during  his  wartime 
service  with  the  Royal  Engineers.  He  joined  the 
RNIB  in  1943  where  he  helped  to  find  jobs  for 
blind  people.  He  was  later  seconded  to  the 
UN  Relief  and  Rehabilitation  Administration 
to  help  with  the  rehabilitation  of  blind  people 
in  Greece,  and  in  1948  joined  the  American 
Foundation  for  Overseas  Blind,  serving  in 
Paris  and  then  in  New  York  and  becoming 
Associate  Director.  He  was  responsible  for 
establishing  and  modernising  blind  welfare 
services  in  many  countries  and  was  a consultant 
to  UNICEF  and  UNESCO.  In  1951  he  became 
the  first  Secretary-General  of  the  newly-formed 
World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the  Blind  and 
was  elected  President  for  the  period  1964-1969. 

Mr.  Boulter  became  Deputy  Director  General 
of  the  RNIB  in  1971  and  its  Director  General  in 
1972.  He  was  instrumental  in  increasing  the 


representation  of  organizations  of  blind  people 
on  RNIB’s  Council.  In  1978  he  was  made  a 
Commander  of  the  Order  of  the  British  Empire, 
and  received  the  Helen  Keller  International 
Award.  He  is  a member  of  the  Order  of  the 
Andes  (Bolivia)  and  was  awarded  the  Louis 
Braille  Medal  of  the  European  Regional  Com- 
mittee of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of 
the  Blind. 

Eric  Boulter  will  be  remembered  with  affection 
by  blind  people  in  many  countries  overseas  as 
well  as  in  Britain.  His  tact  and  diplomacy 
helped  him  to  make  a significant  contribution 
to  international  blind  welfare,  and  his  natural 
humanity  and  kindness  endeared  him  to  all  who 
came  in  contact  with  him.  His  tireless  and 
energetic  efforts  for  blind  people,  coupled  with 
his  understanding  of  all  problems  involved, 
have  earned  him  everyone’s  respect.  His  skills 
in  negotiation  and  his  organisational  abilities 
will  continue  to  be  available  both  nationally 
and  internationally  through  his  membership 
of  the  World  Council  for  the  Welfare  of  the 
Blind  Executive  Committee.

Report  1979-80 


The  Institute’s  finances 

During  recent  years,  in  order  to  meet  our 
primary  objective  of  providing  as  much  help 
as  possible  for  blind  people,  we  have  greatly 
expanded  our  services.  As  we  are  living  in  an 
increasingly  technological  society,  so  more,  and 
more  complex,  aids  are  being  developed  to 
help  blind  people  to  live  independent  and  full 
lives.  The  provision  of  these  highly  sophisti- 
cated aids  and  equipment,  and  of  our  many 
other  services,  is  very  expensive  and  is  heavily 
subsidised  by  us.  Unfortunately,  for  the  Institute 
as  well  as  for  everyone  else,  inflation  is  biting 
very  hard  and  our  financial  resources  are  being 
stretched  to  the  limit. 

Now  we  must  look  ahead  to  the  challenge  of 
the  1980s,  which  we  see  as  being  the  ability. 


despite  all  difficulties,  to  continue  to  meet  the 
needs  of  blind  people.  However,  to  do  this  in 
the  present  financial  climate  means  that  we  have 
to  rely  even  more  on  the  generosity  of  our 
many  friends  and  well-wishers,  to  whom  we 
are  already  indebted  for  such  loyal  support  over 
the  years.  We  are  very  grateful  for  Government 
help  we  receive,  particularly  towards  the  costs 
of  our  rehabilitation,  education  and  braille 
production  services,  but  despite  this  and  a 
substantial  income  from  legacies,  we  still  have 
to  find  a very  large  balance  from  our  own 
resources.  May  we  therefore  appeal  most 
urgently  to  all  who  care  for  the  welfare  of  blind 
people  to  help  us  meet  this  very  real  challenge, 
both  by  their  present  giving  and  by  remembering 
us  in  their  wills,  so  that  the  1980s  may  prove 
to  be  years  of  growth  and  progress.

Education 

The  whole  emphasis  on  educating  handi- 
capped children  is  changing,  moving  towards 
greater  integration  within  the  community.  We 
know  that  total  integration  for  everyone  will 
never  be  possible — nor  desirable — but  we  must 
plan  to  adapt  our  services  towards  this  direction, 
and  be  prepared  to  find  new  ways  of  filling  the 
gaps  in  statutory  provision. 

Young  blind  children 

Our  Sunshine  Homes  are  increasingly  offering 
flexible  services — boarding,  weekly  boarding, 
day  admissions — to  suit  the  needs  of  individual 
children,  coupled  with  assessments  and  any 
other  services  helpful  to  parents  and  pro- 
fessionals. Some  of  the  children  we  admit  have 
such  severe  additional  handicaps  that  they  will 
never  ‘make  school’,  but  this  is  no  failure.  It 
will  at  least  have  assured  the  parents  that  their 
child  has  been  given  every  opportunity,  it  will 
have  been  a respite  for  them,  perhaps  have 
helped  them  to  come  to  terms  with  the  problem 
of  a severely  handicapped  child. 

In  the  1950s  we  quickly  extended  our  Sun- 
shine Homes  provision  to  meet  the  sudden 
impact  of  retrolental  fibroplasia.  Happily,  the 
elimination  of  the  intensity  of  this  condition 
and  the  development  of  our  support  services 
for  young  visually  handicapped  children  have 
enabled  us  gradually  to  close  several  Sun- 
shine Homes,  most  recently  Southerndown, 
in  Bridgend,  opened  through  the  generosity  of 
Tenovus  and  the  people  of  Wales  in  1953. 

Support  services 

Any  move  towards  more  integration  demands 
more  support.  Our  team  of  trained  and  ex- 
perienced teachers  of  the  visually  handicapped 
not  only  help  families  and  local  education 
authorities,  but  working  as  a team,  as  well  as 


individuals,  they  have  set  up  conferences,  pro- 
duced leaflets  and  acted  as  spearheads  in 
discovering  needs  and  helping  to  meet  them. 
This  year  we  produced  a leaflet  of  Suggestions 
for  first-time  blind  mothers  in  print,  braille 
and  on  tape  and  set  up  a pilot  telephone  advice 
service  for  parents;  the  telephone  is  manned 
by  the  blind  wife  of  one  of  our  Education 
Advisers  (himself  blind).  In  the  1980s  we 
might  find  ourselves  involved  increasingly  in 
support  and  resource  services  in  the  field, 
rather  than  concentrating  mainly  on  teaching 
services  in  residential  establishments. 

Multiply  handicapped  children 

The  number  of  multiply  handicapped  children 
is  growing — and  those  who  have  a visual 
handicap  as  well  are  indeed  severely  handi- 
capped. Our  function  at  Rushton  Hall  and 
Condover  Hall  is  not  just  to  provide  environ- 
ments where,  within  the  limitation  of  their 
handicap,  children  can  learn  and  develop,  but 
also  constantly  to  look  for  new  ways  of  extending 
their  potential  and  fitting  them  for  coping  with 
the  next  stage.  We  must  be  prepared  to  consider 
provision  for  even  more  severely  handicapped 
children;  to  make  the  school  programmes 
sufficiently  flexible  to  meet  the  differing  needs 
of  these  children,  their  families  and  the  local 
authorities;  to  develop  opportunities  for  con- 
tinuing education  after  school;  to  develop 
provision  in  which  these  young  people  can  live 
independent  lives  with  support  but  without  the 
shelter  of  custodial  institutions.  They  must  not 
lose  what  they  have  achieved  at  school.  At 
Condover  Hall  the  pattern  of  handicap  and 
its  consequences  in  teaching  and  care  staff  is 
illustrated  by  the  fact  that  this  year  some  25 
children  are  classed  as  deaf-blind,  25  are  either 
wheel-chair  confined  or  mobile  for  only  very 
short  distances  and  of  the  remaining  50  or  so 
not  one  is  without  a handicap  additional  to 
blindness. 
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Our  secondary  schools 

In  the  1980s  our  schools  for  academically 
able  blind  children,  at  Worcester  and  Chorley- 
wood, Hertfordshire,  will  continue  to  lead  their 
pupils  on  to  higher  education  and  professional 
training.  In  the  next  decade  there  are  likely  to 
be  more  opportunities  for  visually  handicapped 
youngsters  to  be  placed  in  sighted  schools.  We 
accept  this  as  a challenge  which  we  are  en- 
deavouring to  meet,  so  as  to  ensure  that  the 
quality  of  their  education  is  equally  good, 
wherever  it  takes  place. 

During  the  past  year  6 out  of  the  10  girls  who 
left  the  sixth  form  at  Chorleywood  College  went 
to  university,  one  to  study  for  a degree  in 
Botany — the  first  blind  student  ever  to  attempt 
this  course. 

Boys  from  Worcester  College  went  on  an 
exchange  visit  to  France  and  lived  with  families 
in  Denmark  and  the  USA.  We  are  grateful 
to  the  Worcester  (South)  Rotary  Club,  to 
Microsense  Computers  Ltd.,  and  to  Worcester 


City  for  their  generous  gift  of  computer  equip- 
ment which  will  help  blind  students  at  the 
College  with  their  computer  studies. 

Henry  Moore  has  most  generously  made  a 
long-term  loan  to  Chorleywood  College  of  a 
major  piece  of  his  sculpture. 

Physiotherapy 

At  our  North  London  School  of  Physio- 
therapy we  are  planning  closer  association  with 
the  Polytechnic  of  North  London,  not  only  to 
lead  to  graduate  status  for  the  students — the 
current  trend  in  physiotherapy  training — but  to 
provide  enhanced  opportunities  for  social  and 
educational  integration. 

The  Association  of  Blind  Chartered  Physio- 
therapists, with  a membership  of  over  300, 
celebrated  its  Diamond  Jubilee  in  October  1979 
at  RNIB’s  North  London  School  of  Physio- 
therapy. Of  this  membership,  131  now  hold 
senior  posts  and  67  are  working  overseas.  A 
proud  record. 

School  leavers 

Many  youngsters  who  do  not  go  on  to  higher 
education  will  need  help  in  preparing  themselves 
for  employment  or  training,  and  here  the 
RNIB  Assessment  Centre  at  Hethersett,  Surrey, 
has  an  important  task.  Of  the  37  students 
admitted  during  the  year  to  September  1979, 
16  came  from  ordinary  schools,  13  from  schools 
for  the  blind  and  8 from  schools  for  the  partially 
sighted.  Hethersett  is  helping  to  find  new  types 
of  employment,  new  techniques,  new  aids;  it  is 
developing  programmes  to  help  its  students  to 
make  the  best  use  of  any  residual  vision  and  it 
is  helping  the  less  able  to  realise  their  potential. 

Commercial  training 

The  much  discussed  changes  in  technology 
and  their  effect  on  office  practices  are  going  to 
concern  blind  people  too.  We  have  therefore 
set  up  a study  group,  with  representatives  from 
organisations  of  blind  people,  the  Manpower 
Services  Commission,  IBM,  the  Polytechnic  of 
Central  London  and  Barclays  Bank,  to  consider 
the  likely  pattern  of  employment  in  commerce 
over  the  next  decade  and  how  our  commercial 
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training  programme  for  the  1980s  can  over- 
come the  difficulties  and  help  blind  office 
workers  to  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
presented  by  new  methods. 

Because  of  the  demand  for  training  in  switch- 
board operating  we  increased  the  number  of 
instructors  and  added  to  the  equipment  at  our 
Commercial  Training  College.  More  people 
want  to  work  with  computers  too  and  we  are 
now  running  three  courses  a year  in  computer 
programming  at  the  London  college. 

Services  for  students 

Last  year  we  published  Visually  Handicapped 
Students,  a survey  of  some  500  students  who 
attended  universities  and  colleges  in  the  last 
10  years,  which  showed  that  every  university 
in  Britain  had  at  least  one  blind  student  in  that 
period.  RNIB  helps  over  200  students  in  higher 
and  further  education.  Courses  ranged  from 
O levels  to  postgraduate  doctorates.  We  also 
supported  94  students  on  Open  University 
courses;  we  provided  grants  for  equipment  and 
readers  and  braille  and  recorded  books.  These 
are  areas  of  help  which,  because  we  are  a volun- 
tary organisation,  we  can  meet  flexibly,  quickly 
and  without  formality. 

Students’  libraries 

Every  week  the  Students’  Tape  Library  sends 
out  about  600  cassettes  and  10  new  titles  are 
copied,  labelled  and  despatched.  Since  the 
Library  began  in  1964,  over  5,500  titles  have 
been  recorded  by  volunteer  readers.  The  average 
length  of  a recorded  book  is  about  16  hours,  but 
it  may  take  three  times  as  long  to  prepare: 
tables  and  diagrams  may  need  to  be  dealt 
with  in  the  text,  or  the  odd  word  in  Greek  or 
Sanskrit  may  need  to  be  checked.  It  is  often 
difficult  to  decide  which  is  more  remarkable 
— that  readers  can  record  the  books  or  that 
students  can  deal  with  such  apparently  visual 
presentations  by  ear. 

Most  volunteer  readers  work  from  their  own 
homes,  but  local  people  can  now  come  for  a 
few  hours  a week  to  our  studio  in  Islington  and 
help  record  urgent  books. 


In  addition  to  the  satisfaction  of  doing  a 
difficult  job  well,  our  volunteer  readers  have  the 
pleasure  of  knowing  that  their  work  gives 
essential  help  to  a wide  variety  of  blind  people, 
serious  general  readers,  as  well  as  students. 

Despite  the  development  of  other  methods  of 
giving  blind  students  access  to  the  printed 
word,  many  people  in  many  subjects  still 
depend  on  braille.  To  cater  for  the  needs  of 
today’s  students  and  professionals,  whose  sub- 
jects range  from  botany  to  theology,  from 
computing  to  classics,  the  braille  library  must 
provide  a wide  selection  of  specialised  books; 
often  only  one  or  two  copies  of  each  title  are 
needed.  Transcription  by  hand  is,  and  will  for 
some  time  continue  to  be,  the  only  method  of 
meeting  our  needs.  Through  its  volunteers,  and 
through  the  Guild  of  Methodist  Braillists  to 
whom  we  are  indebted  for  much  of  the  very 
popular  theology  section,  the  Students’  Braille 
Library  has  access  to  a wide  range  of  skills.  It  is 
no  exaggeration  to  say  that  without  the  volun- 
teers there  would  be  no  Students’  Braille  Library. 

Our  own  library  staff  handle  editing,  proof- 
reading, duplicating  and  despatching  the  braille 
volumes  to  the  borrowers,  as  well  as  brailling 
special  items,  notably  examination  papers. 

Cooperation  with  others 

It  is  our  belief  that  none  of  this  should  be 
attempted  in  isolation:  we  should  always 
supplement  the  mainstream,  not  compete.  Close, 
positive  association  with  local  education  authori- 
ties, Regional  Advisory  Councils  concerned 
with  the  education  of  the  handicapped,  and 
government  departments  is  not  only  necessary 
but  a means  of  keeping  our  services  up  to  date. 
We  have  cooperated  with  other  special  schools 
and  voluntary  organisations  and  been  involved, 
for  example,  in  projects  with  the  Voluntary 
Council  for  Handicapped  Children,  the  Deaf 
Blind  and  Rubella  Association  and  the  RNID. 
Our  continued  support  and  funding  of  the 
Research  Centre  for  the  Education  of  the 
Visually  Handicapped  is  one  of  the  most 
practical  ways  in  which  the  RNIB  contributes 
to  knowledge  about  new  thinking  and  practice 
in  the  education  of  the  visually  handicapped. 
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Our  partnership  with  the  Schools  Council,  the 
Centre  and  all  the  schools  for  the  visually 
handicapped  in  producing  the  material  for  the 
Schools  Council  ‘Look  and  Think’  project  was 
a noteworthy  collaborative  venture. 

We  have  made  grants  to  voluntary  organisa- 
tions and  local  authorities  towards  the  cost  of 
mounting  summer  schools,  courses  or  exhibitions 
for  the  visually  handicapped;  have  shared  a 
three-year  grant  to  the  Open  University  to 
enable  them  to  recast  and  continue  the  course  on 
'The  Handicapped  Person  in  the  Community’ 
and  set  up  one-day  seminars  for  teachers  and 
workers  in  local  education  authorities  dealing 
with  visually  handicapped  children. 

This  is  our  future:  to  pioneer  new  services,  to 
collaborate  with  others,  to  review  and  to 
develop  our  existing  services. 


The  Sunshine  Fund 

The  Sunshine  Fund  of  the  Institute  raises 
money  for  the  care  and  education  of  the  blind 
children  and  young  people  in  our  schools. 

With  ever-increasing  costs,  and  the  need  to 
offer  more  services  and  more  facilities,  we  had 
to  seek  new  methods  of  raising  money.  Last 
Christmas  we  sold  by  mail  order  a wide  range  of 
Christmas  cards  and  gifts  and  over  15.000  orders 
were  received  and  processed  efficiently  and 
speedily  by  a team  of  volunteers.  The  Sunshine 
Gift  Shop  had  a very  successful  year,  and  we 
are  grateful  to  the  volunteers  who  staffed  it. 

The  President  of  the  Sunshine  Homes  and 
Schools  for  Blind  Children,  Her  Royal  Highness 
The  Princess  Margaret,  Countess  of  Snowdon, 
continued  to  express  great  interest  in  the  work 
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of  the  Fund  and  attended  a Christmas  Gala 
event  in  December  1979. 

We  acknowledge  with  gratitude  the  contribu- 
tion made  by  our  enthusiastic  volunteers — the 
events  committees  and  the  many  individuals 
who  have  organised  flag  days,  house  to  house 
and  shop  collections  or  have  contributed  their 
time,  their  talents  and  their  money  to  help  us  to 
maintain  and  extend  the  services  provided  for 
blind  and  multiply-handicapped  children  in  the 
Sunshine  Homes  and  Schools. 

Communications 

We  work  to  spread  information  about  blind- 
ness and  its  problems  and  about  the  needs  and 
the  capabilities  of  blind  people.  Speakers  around 
the  country  talk  to  schools,  local  women’s 
groups,  hospitals;  we  lend  our  films  to  interested 
organisations;  we  encourage  the  media  to  take 
an  interest  in  our  affairs;  we  publish  a range  of 
informative  literature.  This  year  we  produced  an 
experimental  tape  for  local  radio  stations 
including  a blind  housewife  explaining  how  she 
copes  with  cooking,  a pop  drummer  and  an 
organist  talking  about  music.  The  tape  was  very 
well  received  and  will  be  followed  by  others. 

Research  into  the  prevention  of 
blindness 

The  publication  of  Research  Work  for  the 
Prevention  of  Blindness,  1973-1979  brought  up 
to  date  the  account  of  RNIB-sponsored  re- 
search. During  the  period  covered  by  the 
report,  grants  of  over  £120,000  were  made  to 
individual  researchers,  universities  and  hospital 
ophthalmic  departments.  Grants  are  allocated 
by  RNIB’s  Prevention  of  Blindness  Sub- 
Committee  which  draws  its  members  from  the 
Faculty  of  Ophthalmologists,  RNIB’s  Executive 
Council,  the  Associations  of  Metropolitan 
Authorities  and  County  Councils  and  the 
Departments  of  Health  and  Social  Security, 
Employment  and  Education  and  Science. 

Braille 

When  RNIB  was  established  more  than  a 
hundred  years  ago,  its  prime  objective  was  to 


produce  braille,  which  still  today  plays  a vital 
role  in  education,  employment,  leisure  and  in 
communication  generally.  It  continues  to  put 
heavy  demands  upon  the  Institute’s  resources, 
and  we  spent  over  £1  million  last  year  on 
providing  braille  material.  More  than  half  a 
million  copies  of  braille  periodicals  were 
produced  during  the  year.  The  most  popular 
continues  to  be  the  Radio  Times,  which  is  free: 
over  5,000  copies  are  transcribed  and  sent  out 
every  week.  RNIB’s  own  monthly  publication 
New  Beacon  has  1,300  subscribers  to  the  braille 
edition.  Amongst  the  180  publications  put  into 
braille  were  crossword  puzzles  and  knitting 
patterns,  the  song  book  of  the  Salvation  Army, 
the  Penguin  complete  guide  to  investment, 
Hoyle’s  modern  encyclopaedia  of  card  games, 
the  Fontana  dictionary  of  modern  thought  and, 
in  an  election  year,  the  manifestos  of  the  political 
parties.  Government  leaflets  on  social  security 
benefit  rates  and  family  benefits  and  pensions 
were  also  transcribed,  and  maps  of  Edinburgh 
and  Africa  published.  Members  of  RNIB’s 
Publications  selection  sub-committee,  who  are 
mostly  blind,  choose  the  publications. 

Modern  technology  is  helping  in  the  con- 
tinual search  for  some  means  of  providing 
more  braille  economically.  This  year  we  installed 
at  our  braille  printing  works  the  world’s  first 
multi-font  print  recognition  machine  to  become 
commercially  available.  This  machine  electroni- 
cally reads  print  of  many  different  types  and 
qualities  direct  from  a book  and  converts  this 
information  into  digital  form  which  can  be 
translated  immediately  into  braille  by  the 
Institute’s  specially  programmed  computer;  this 
avoids  the  time-absorbing  necessity  of  putting 
the  entire  publication  into  the  computer  system 
by  hand. 

RNIB  is  now  responsible  for  a personal  short 
document  service.  We  put  into  braille,  free  of 
charge,  knitting  patterns,  lists  of  much-used 
telephone  numbers,  gardening  articles  from 
magazines,  minutes  of  local  committees,  recipes 
and  many,  many  more.  Each  user  of  the  service 
can  have  up  to  10  copies  of  an  item;  to  spread 
its  usefulness  amongst  as  many  people  as 
possible,  we  have  a limit  of  3,000  words  a month.

Braille  music 

We  cannot  over-emphasize  the  importance  of 
every  artistic  activity  for  which  sight  is  not 
essential  and  music  can  mean  professional 
survival — making  a living — and  integration,  as 
well  as  giving  personal  satisfaction. 

Our  braille  music  contributes  particularly  to 
the  work  of  blind  music  teachers,  and  through 
them  blind  pupils  and  beginners  too.  Though 
we  know  of  only  a proportion  of  the  achieve- 
ments of  those  who  depend  on  the  output  of  our 
Music  Department,  there  have  been  outstanding 
academic  and  practical  successes  during  the 
year;  for  instance,  a sixth-former  at  Worcester 
College  has  become  an  associate  of  the  Royal 
College  of  Organists  and  a blind  music  teacher 
in  a London  comprehensive  is  halfway  through 
his  external  B.Mus.  degree. 

We  very  much  appreciate  the  valuable  work 
of  our  musicians’  Volunteer  Tape  Service,  a 


small  group  of  qualified,  sighted  musicians  who 
help  their  blind  counterparts  to  overcome 
particular  problems. 

Kurzweil  a machine  that  speaks  as 
it  reads 

Last  year  blind  people  discovered  a major 
breakthrough  in  reading.  A machine  developed 
in  the  USA  ‘reads’  books  electronically  and 
speaks  what  it  scans.  RNIB  and  St.  Dunstan's 
bought  one  of  the  first  production  models  of  the 
Kurzweil  Reading  Machine,  which  costs  about 
£12,000,  and  are  evaluating  its  usefulness.  Over 
200  people  from  a nine-year-old  to  an  eighty- 
two-year-old  have  participated.  They  included 
housewives,  lawyers,  telephonists  and  re- 
searchers, and  one  enthusiast  said:  “It  is  a most 
exciting  experience  when  you  haven’t  been 
able  to  read  print  for  years,  to  be  able  to  read  a 
book  for  yourself  without  troubling  someone

else  to  read  to  you”.  The  reading  machine  was 
demonstrated  to  HM  The  Queen  when  she 
visited  our  stand  at  the  National  Council  of 
Social  Services  London  exhibition  on  Voluntary 
Organisations  into  the  Eighties. 

How  blind  consumers  have  their  say 

In  1975  RNIB  set  up  a Consumers’  Sub- 
Committee  to  evaluate  goods  produced  for 
blind  people  in  the  UK  and  overseas,  to  consider 
ideas  and  to  make  proposals  for  new  goods  and 
services  to  make  life  better  for  blind  people. 
Members  of  the  sub-committee  are  all  blind; 


they  try  out  goods  in  their  own  homes  and  the 
committee  then  recommends  the  ones  it  thinks 
RNIB  should  add  to  its  catalogue  of  300-odd 
items  it  sells  at  subsidised  prices  to  blind  people. 
In  the  last  year  committee  members  tried  out 
three-dimensional  noughts  and  crosses  and  a 
variety  of  other  games  on  sale  from  RNIB  to 
blind  people  at  prices  from  29p  to  £14-84;  a 
bacon  crisper  to  put  on  top  of  the  bacon  in  the 
pan  to  stop  the  fat  splashing  (£105,  or  65p  to 
blind  people);  bathroom  scales  from  Germany 
which  lock  so  that  you  can  feel  the  indicator 
when  you  have  stepped  off,  and  many,  many 
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more.  This  is  one  example  of  how  RNIB  has 
pioneered  the  involvement  of  consumers  of 
services  in  their  planning  and  design. 

We  spent  £367,000  last  year  on  subsidising 
goods  sold  to  blind  people  and  we  regret  that 
the  Institute  has  been  forced  by  financial 
pressures  on  its  resources  to  review  its  pricing 
policy.  For  the  first  time  since  1971,  the  Institute 
has  had  to  reduce  the  number  of  items  it  can 
supply  free  of  charge. 

Employment  services 

During  the  year  our  Employment  Services 
Team  helped  259  people  to  get  jobs  in  pro- 
fessional, technical,  administrative  and  com- 
mercial occupations.  Our  placement  service  is 
now  regionally  based  with  officers  in  the  North, 
the  Midlands  and  the  West  Country,  as  well  as 
in  London.  Our  officers  co-operate  closely  with 
the  specialist  officers  in  the  Manpower  Services 


Commission  providing  placement  services  for 
severely  visually  handicapped  men  and  women. 
This  co-operation  exemplifies  the  spirit  of  part- 
nership existing  between  government  services 
and  the  Institute. 

Working  party 

In  October  1979,  to  coincide  with  Inter- 
national White  Cane  Day,  we  published  the 
Report  of  the  Working  Party  on  the  Employ- 
ment of  Blind  People.  The  Report  reviewed  the 
range  of  employment  opportunities  and  services 
available  to  blind  people  and  drew  attention 
particularly  to  the  loss  of  factory  jobs  caused  by 
increased  automation.  The  Report  called  for 
more  research  to  develop  new  job  opportunities. 
Accordingly,  we  shall  be  appointing  a Research 
and  Development  Officer  to  work  under  a 
steering  committee  in  which  we  hope  to  involve 
industry,  research  councils  and  organisations  of

The  quota  system  for  disabled  workers 

RNIB  responded  to  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission’s  discussion  document  on  the 
quota  system  whereby  employers  with  more 
than  20  workers  are  required  to  give  three  per 
cent  of  their  jobs  to  people  registered  as  disabled. 
We  recommended  that  the  quota  system  should 
continue,  that  it  should  be  adjusted  regionally 
above  three  per  cent  where  there  was  a lot  of 


unemployment  amongst  disabled  workers,  that 
the  law  requiring  employers  to  employ  disabled 
people  should  be  strictly  enforced  and  that 
public  sector  employers,  including  government 
departments,  should  have  to  comply  with  it. 

The  speaking  switchboard 

There  are  some  700  blind  telephone  operators 
in  this  country  and  most  modern  switchboards 
in  use  today  can  be  adapted  quite  simply  for 
blind  telephonists  without  cost  to  employers.

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Many  newer  switchboards  are  more  difficult 
to  adapt,  thus  threatening  an  occupation  that  is 
important  to  blind  workers.  So  RN1B  is  proud 
to  have  been  associated  with  a significant 
technological  development — a conversion  kit 
using  synthetic  speech  for  the  adaptation  of 
private  telephone  exchanges.  A steering  com- 
mittee of  representatives  of  the  National 
Research  Development  Corporation,  RNIB, 
St.  Dunstan’s,  the  Post  Office  and  Imperial 
College  was  set  up  and  a prototype,  funded  by 
the  NRDC,  was  designed  at  Imperial  College 
and  tried  out  by  some  20  blind  telephonists 
on  RNIB's  own  switchboard.  The  trials  demon- 
strated the  effectiveness  of  the  conversion  kits 
and  we  hope  that  manufacturers  will  approach 
NRDC  for  a licence  to  use  the  system  in  new 
private  exchanges  which  they  produce. 

Rehabilitation 

During  the  year  some  400  people  took 
rehabilitation  courses  at  our  two  centres  in 
Torquay  and  Nottingham. 

To  return  to  work 

The  Torquay  centre’s  courses  last  up  to 
three  months  and  are  designed  to  help  newly 
blind  people  to  continue  at  work.  The  expansion 
of  our  activities  there  has  enhanced  the  em- 
ployment opportunities  of  some  of  the  people 
with  whom  we  have  been  concerned.  But  it  is 
the  continued  dedication  of  the  specialist 
staff  who  provide  the  care  and  counselling, 
the  teaching  and  encouraging,  the  persuasion 
and  support  which  help  newly  blind  people 
both  to  get  back  confidence  in  themselves  and 
to  become  more  independent. 

RNIB’s  employment  rehabilitation  centre 
receives  financial  support  from  the  Employment 
Service  Division  of  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission  and  we  are  grateful  to  their 
officers  for  their  co-operation. 

Social  rehabilitation 

Most  newly  blind  people  who  attend  social 
rehabilitation  courses  are  elderly  and  do  not 
expect  to  return  to  work.  RNIB's  Nottingham 
rehabilitation  centre  provides  residential  re- 


habilitation for  people  who  can  benefit  more 
by  learning  new  skills  for  daily  living,  getting 
about  on  their  own  and  communication  in  a 
caring  environment  away  from  their  homes  and 
families,  who  may — understandably — be  over- 
protective.  Residents  entertain  each  other  to 
meals  they  have  cooked  themselves,  and  its 
book  of  recipes.  The  Clifton  Spinney  Cookery 
Book,  put  together  by  one  of  the  instructors, 
has  been  popular  in  both  large  print  and  braille. 
A short  course  of  residential  social  rehabilitation 
complements  the  continuing  services  provided 
by  local  Technical  Officers  and  Orientation  and 
Mobility  Specialists. 

The  Institute  contributes  well  over  50  per 
cent  of  the  running  costs  of  the  Nottingham 
centre  from  its  voluntary  funds  and  is  con- 
cerned that,  because  of  pressure  on  their  budgets, 
local  authorities  do  not  make  full  use  of  this 
service.  We  are  encouraging  local  social  services 
departments  to  send  people  for  rehabilitation. 

Training  workers  with  blind  people 

RNIB  plays  an  important  role  in  training  the 
stalf  who  provide  rehabilitation  services;  we 
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A blind  member  of  the  team  for  the  Disabled  Olympics  doing  the  Fosbury  Flop  high  jump 


administer  the  National  Mobility  Centre  in 
Birmingham  in  co-operation  with  St.  Dunstan’s 
and  the  Birmingham  Royal  Institution  for  the 
Blind.  During  the  year  local  authorities  have 
continued  to  second  staff  for  training  there,  and 
the  Centre  has  trained  many  students  from 
overseas.  We  are  indebted  to  Lady  Ellerman 
and  the  New  Moorgate  Trustees  for  their 
continued  generosity  in  providing  financial 
support  to  the  Centre. 

Sports  and  recreation 

Sporting  and  recreational  activities  for  blind 
people  continue  to  expand.  There  is  an  increasing 
interest  in  sailing,  and  the  courses  in  cruiser 
and  dinghy  sailing  in  which  the  Institute  co- 
operated with  the  Royal  Yachting  Association 
Seamanship  Foundation  were  popular. 

RNIB  gave  financial  support  to  a number  of 
national  competitive  sporting  events,  and  to  the 
British  Ski  Club  for  the  Disabled’s  training  of 
blind  competitors  for  the  1980  Disabled  Winter 


Olympics.  The  British  team  are  to  be  con- 
gratulated on  coming  fourth  in  both  the  ten 
kilometre  and  twenty  kilometre  cross  country 
events  (beaten  only  by  Norway,  Finland  and 
Sweden).  RNIB’s  Sports  and  Recreation  Officer 
has  been  elected  Manager  of  the  team  of  blind 
competitors  in  the  Disabled  Olympics  to  be 
held  in  Arnhem,  Holland,  during  June/July 
1980.  RNIB  has  financed  five  regional  coaching 
co-ordinators  to  encourage  athletics  as  an 
important  competitive  sport  for  blind  people 
throughout  the  country. 

Blind  people  have  gained  satisfaction  from 
their  involvement  with  drama  and  again  it  has 
been  our  pleasure  to  co-operate  with  the 
Carnegie  UK  Trust  who  have  done  so  much  to 
support  this  activity  in  co-operation  with  other 
voluntary  organisations. 

The  dual  handicap:  deafness  and  blindness 

We  do  not  know  how  many  blind  people  are 
also  deaf.  This  combined  handicap  is  very

isolating  and  makes  communication  a real 
problem.  We  are  particularly  concerned  with 
these  difficulties  and  continue  to  work  to 
improve  the  lifestyle  of  deaf  and  blind  people, 
perhaps  by  encouraging  greater  participation 
in  local  community  life  or  by  providing  accom- 
modation in  an  environment  which  caters  for 
their  needs.  Two  of  our  homes  make  special 
provision  and  at  Burnham-on-Sea  we  have  a 
very  active  guide-help  scheme.  Volunteers  go 
out  for  walks  with  residents,  read  to  them  or  just 
sit  and  ‘chat’.  They  help  our  residents  to  be  part 
of  the  local  community.  A few  local  authorities 
too  have  guide-help  schemes  and  RNIB  is 
always  very  pleased  to  help  local  authority  staff 
who  are  involved  with  the  problems  of  blind 
people  who  are  also  deaf.  Our  Deaf  Blind 
Services  Adviser  who  travels  around  the  country 
meeting  social  workers  is  also  available  to 
friends  and  relatives  of  deaf  and  blind  people. 


Homes 

More  than  half  the  120,000  blind  people  in 
the  UK  are  over  75,  and  RNIB  has  a particular 
concern  for  elderly  blind  people.  Two  of  its 
five  homes — Tate  House  in  Harrogate  and  the 
Kathleen  Chambers  Home  in  Burnham-on-Sea 
— cater  especially  for  people  who  are  both 
deaf  and  blind;  Wavertree  House,  Hove. 
Sussex  provides  accommodation  for  33  blind 
ladies;  men  and  women  are  accommodated  at 
Craven  Lodge,  Harrogate  and  Westcliff  House, 
Westgate-on-Sea,  Kent.  The  average  age  of  our 
residents  has  increased  markedly  over  the 
years.  Many  are  frail  and  need  nursing  care; 
wherever  possible  we  do  not  send  them  away  to 
hospital  but  keep  them  on  in  a familiar  environ- 
ment which  has  become  their  home.  Neverthe- 
less, our  homes  are  places  of  activity.  Residents 
are  encouraged  to  go  out  and  take  part  in 
community  programmes.  Each  home  has  an 
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active  handcraft  department  and  the  work  they 
produce  is  much  sought  after. 

Holidays 

RNIB  runs  four  holiday  hotels  at  Eastbourne, 


Scarborough,  Llandudno  and  Blackpool.  During 
the  summer  season  of  1979  some  6,000  blind 
people  and  their  sighted  companions  took 
holidays  with  us  and  the  1980  summer  season 
was  fully  booked  by  April  1980.  This  service

loo  is  heavily  subsidised  by  our  voluntary 
funds  and  we  are  anxious  to  ensure  that  as  many 
blind  people  as  possible  benefit  from  it. 

Talking  Books 

Talking  Books  enter  the  80s  with  enlarged 
studios  capable  of  producing  around  eight  new 
titles  each  week  and  with  a computer  system 
designed  to  increase  the  number  of  cassettes  we 
handle  every  day.  At  present  we  send  out 
25.000  tapes  and  receive  back  another  25,000 
every  week  to  and  from  the  54,000  members. 
The  new  system  will  help  us  to  maintain  our 
service  as  membership  continues  to  grow  and 
has  enabled  us  to  centralise  the  library  at 
Wembley  and  close  the  Bolton  library. 

Teething  problems  with  the  computer  system 
hardware  have  had  to  be  overcome  and  we  are 
gradually  transferring  members  to  the  new 
system. 


Throughout  the  year  our  Servicing  Volunteers 
have  called  on  many  members  in  their  spare 
time  to  service  their  playback  machines. 


International 

RNIB  was  host  in  May  1979  to  125  delegates 
from  17  countries  who  met  in  London  to  discuss 
the  application  of  computers  to  braille  pro- 
duction. An  exhibition  of  related  equipment 
from  the  UK  and  overseas  was  held  at  RNIB’s 
Armitage  Hall  and  delegates  were  taken  on  a 
tour  of  our  printing  works. 

For  the  first  time,  International  White  Cane 
Day  was  marked  in  the  UK  when  on  October  15 
exhibitions  and  open  days  were  held  all  over 
the  country.  The  Day  is  intended  to  stimulate 
a better  understanding  of  blindness  and  its 
problems  and  was  widely  publicised  in  the  local 
press.

NOTES 

1.  Statement  of  Accounting  Policies 

The  principal  accounting  policies  adopted  in  the  preparation  of  these  Accounts,  which  include  Funds  attributable  to  the 

Sunshine  Fund  for  Blind  Babies  and  Young  People,  are  as  follows: 

1.  Expenditure  on  fixed  assets  less  proceeds  of  sales  is  charged  to  the  General  Charity  Fund  Income  and  Expenditure 
Account  in  the  year  that  such  net  expenditure  is  incurred.  This  treatment,  which  has  been  consistently  applied 
over  a number  of  years,  is  not  in  accordance  with  Statement  of  Standard  Accounting  Practice  No.  1 2 — Accounting 
for  Depreciation,  which  recommends  that  fixed  assets  are  depreciated  over  their  estimated  useful  lives,  but  is 
considered  by  the  Executive  Council  to  be  the  most  prudent  and  appropriate  for  the  Institute. 

2.  Stock  of  Apparatus  is  valued  at  estimated  selling  price  which  is  lower  than  cost,  and  trading  activities  stock  is 
valued  at  cost. 

3.  Investments  are  shown  at  cost  or  valuation  when  donated  or  bequeathed. 

4.  Income  is  credited  to  General  Charity  Fund  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  received, 
other  than  income  in  connection  with  Services  to  the  Blind  and  Interest  on  Deposits,  which  are  dealt  with  on  an 
accrual  basis.
